we should oppose it as statesmen, as philan- 
thropists, and as moralists, notwithstanding 
the extraordinary position taken by the gentle- 
man from Alabama (Mr. Hdliard) to the con- 
trary. 


While I thus announce my unchangeable 


"hostility to slavery in every form, and in every 
•place, I also avow my determination to stand 
lay all the compromises of the Constitution, and 
carry them into faithful effect. 
Some of those 


compromises I greatly dislike ; and were they 
now open for consideration, they should never 
receive my assent. 
But I find them in a con- 


stilution formed in difficult times, and I would 
not disturb them. 


By those compromises Congress has no pow- 


-er over slavery in the States. 
I greatly rugret 


that it is so ; for if it were within our legiti- 
rnate control, 1 would go, icgardlefcs of all 
threats, for some just, safe and certain means 
for its final extinction. 
Bur I know of no one 


who claims the right, or desire, to touch it 
within the States. 
But when we come to form 


governments for territories acquired long since 
the formation of the Constitution, and to admit 
new States, whose only claim for admission de- 
pends on the will of Congress, we are bound so 
1o discharge thai duty, as shall best contribute 
to the prosperity, the power, the permanency, 
and the glory of this nation. Does slavery con- 
tribute to either of these 1 Is it not rather sub- 
versive of them all ? 
Let us first view it in 


the low light of political economy. That na- 
tion. 1 suppose, is always the mobt prosperous, 
all other things being equal, that has the most 
industrious, and the largest number of the pro- 
ducing classes. Those who merely consume 
the fruits ol the earth, add nothing to the 
strength or the wealth of a nation. Slave coun- 
tries never car. have a large number of indus- 
trious freemen. 
Slaveholders form an untitled 


aristocracy, with numerous dependents. 
Indi- 


viduals appropriate large tracts of territory to 
themselves, and thus prevent it from being 
thickly settled by freemen. 
Their laborers, 


having no ambition to gratify, no love of gain 
to stimulate them, no parental feelings to im- 
pel them to action, are idle ami wasteful.— 
When the lash ib the only stimulant, the spirit 
of man revolts from labor. 


That republic must be feeble, both in peace 


and war, that has not an intelligent and indus- 
trious yeomanry, equally remised from luxury 


fu! decay. 
Her minerals and timber ate un- 


wrought. 
Her noble water-power is but par- 


tially occupied. 
Her fine harbors are without 


ships, except from other ports ; and her sea- 
port towns are without commerce, and falling 
to decay. 
Ask yourself the cause, sir, and 1 


will abide the answer. 


It is ewicutiul to the existence of republics that 


education should be generally diiTused among 1 lie 
people. Bluvcry prevents iliia. Rich men em- 
ploy private tutors, or send their children abroiid. 
Bui the children of the people generally cannot 
be educated without the instrumentality of dis- 
trict schools. 
In slave Stiitcs, where the planta- 


tions are laryo. ihe white population is too sparse 
ever to mumtmn tliom. 
Besides there is another 


lalnl obstacle to them in the aversion of the rich 
^ _ 


to associate with die poor. The poor white In- ola|c' Olll|-'l-' 
borer's children could never be permitted to an" nature 
mingle in the sumo schools and sit upon the 
same bonchc.s wiihthe rich men's sons. That 
would be oiicnsivo. 


Slavery enfeebles a nation in war us well as in 


pence, 
it is impossible ihat a nution of masters 


nnd slaves can be as powerful and formidable 
either in offensive or defensive war ns r, nation of 
freemen. 
A large portion of her population must 


remain nl borne to prevent the rebellion of those 
who are constantly in a statu of latent warfare 
with their oppressors.

That despotism is the rrovernment of thu 
slave Slates, and the United Slates, con- 
sisting of all its rulers—all the free citi- 
zens. 
Do not look upon ihis as a para- 


dox, because, you and I and ihe sixteen 
millions of rulers are free. 
The rulers 


of every despotism are free. 
Nicholas, 


of Russia, is free, 
of Turkey is free. 


The Grand Sultan 
The butcher of Aus- 


tria is free. 
Augustus, Antony, and Le- 


pidus, were free while they drenched 
Rome in blood. 
The Thirty Tyrants ; 


the Four Hundred ; the Three Thous- 
and, were free while they bound their 
countrymen in chains. 
You, and I, and 


ihe sixteen million?, are free, while we 
fasten iron chains, and rivet manacles on 
four millions of our fellow-men; tear 
iheir wives and children from them; 
separate them ; sell 
them and doom 


them to perpetual, eternal bondage.— 
Are we no', then despots—despots such 
as history will brand and God abhors ? 


But we are told that that is none of 


our business. 
That southern slavery is 


u matter between the slaveholders and 
their own consciences. 
I trust it may 


be so decided by impartial history, and 
the unerring Judge, that we may not be 
branded wiih thai great stigma, nnd that 
a grievous burden may not weigh upon 
our souls. 
But could we hope for ihat 


justification, if now, when we have the 
power to prevent it, we should permit 
this evil to spread over thousands of 


leagues now free, and settle upon

wholly wiihout justification in the belief 
that it will be effectual. 
You have loo 


ofien intimidated Congress. 
You have 


more than once frightened the lame 
North from its propriety, 
and 
found 


"dough-faces" enough to be your tools. 
And when you lacked a given number, I 
take no pride in sayinrr, you were sure 
to find them in old Pennsylvania, who in 
former years, has ranked a portion of 
her delegation among your most submis- 
sive slaves. 
But I hope, with some 


fears, that ihe rnce of dough-faces is ex- 
tinct. 
I do not see how it could be oth- 


erwise. 
They were an unmanly, an 


unvirile race, incapable, according to the 
laws of nature, of reproduction. 
I hope 


they have left no descendants. 
The 


old ones are deep in political graves.— 
For ihem I am sure there is no resurrec- 
tion, for they were soulless. 
Now, 


when the whole civilized world unites in 
denouncing slavery as a curse, a shame 
and a crime, I trust that when the great 
battle between liberty nnd slavery comes 
to be foughl on ihis floor, there will be 
none found hiding among the stuff, no 
fraudulent concealments, nol one accur- 
sed Achan in this whole camp of the 
Representatives of freemen. 


The eloquent gentleman from ^7"irgin- 


ia, (Mr. Seddon,) the other day, in his 
beautiful peroration, personated the great 
States of Virginia, Kentucky, and Lou- 
isiana, and in their name apostrophized 
the good, and I will add, the great man 
who now occupies the execuiive chair ; 
and in their name besought him as he 
loved the place of his birth, the place of 
his nurture, and the place of his resi- 
dence, not to forsake his souihern breth- 
ren in this emergency, but to stand by 
them in defence of human 
bondage. 


How much more effective, enduring, und 
hallowed 
would that eloquence have 


bnen, had the orator's lips been touched 
with a coal from the Altar of Freedom ! 
Then could he have gone with friendly 
anxiety to that noble, benevolent, and he- 
roic man, and admonished him, that al- 
though he had gathered all the earthly 
laurels that can be reaped by the sickle 
of death, yet if be would have his name 
descend to posterity with increasing lus- 
tre, he must, by one great, just, and pat- 
riotic example, wipe out the only soot 
that obscures the sun of his glory.
